Some how the impression is out that 
geniuses are not agreeable. W T e suspect 
that tip imputation of irritability against 
them sfnot well founded. But adovcates 
of thejtbeory that genius is cross, will 
cite ie>ny illustrations to sustain a pro- 
position that now has general acceptance, j 
Corlyle i" quoted as a shining example 1 
to prove the irritability of genius. But 
some rather'large illustration! ! 
side. There was Longfel- ! 
he irritable? Since Gold I 
arles Lamb, and Washingtor 
ferried over the river ol 
gentler spirit has not been on 
The breath of peace was over 
his life, and the song of peace, and hop. .

h* hay py - pen. Through a 
long life, often sorely tried by boring 
visitom, the world has heard no notes 
of discontent Even his winter songs 
may bo heard in the spring time. He 
was never a "jangled bell out of tune." 
His life and his words were sweet music 
to the world, always inviting to rise to 
better things. It was of Longfellow 
whom Tennyson wrote: 

'• I bold It truth, with him who ainga

t*f their dead selves to higher things " 

George Eliot was not a turbid spirit- 
she saw the burdens of life and knew 
how to help others carry them. Genius 
gave to her the power to analyze the 
world's experience and no woman ever 
had iu a higher fiegree the force of inter- 
penetration, but uV all of this she pre- 
served herself for th« ages as a sound 
and healthy being. Emerson had none 
of the irritability of jeniua His life 
was carefully preserved Torn all excesses 
by what he called " the retraining grace 
of common sense." We do not mean 
that be could not feel the stings of 
wroug, or was bevond the buoyancy of 
hope, but in all he hx>kedat life in a 
spirit of perfect r<i>ose. He was as 
serene as the blue sky. The world might 
rage. He saw the rage. He felt the 
surges of the waves. He knew them, 
but he never lamented to them. His 
griefs were for himself. He was not a 
man from afar who touched tVe world at 
one or two polar points. But is currents 
were around him; yet do man knew bet- 
ter than he how to commano the ele- 
ments which surrounded him. Neither 
his life nor his works will support the 
theory that all literary people ai e irrit- 
able. 

We call up another great exanple^ — 
Charles Darwin, who lived and wtrked 
as peaceably and serenely as the jrreat 
laws of nature, of which he hecanibthe 
exponent and interpreter. He was u*t a 
sullen and morose man, who dwelt in ihe 
gloomy recesses of a cross and crabbed 
nature. To those who lived with him 
his life was like the sun. There was 
friendship and hnppinesa in it He was 
never so abstracted in scientific apecul- 
tions that he forgot the " highest link " 
ou our planet His life socially and as a 
citizen was a part of that orderly system 
of the universe which he so reverently 
admired, and to the study of whose la\v"» 
hr lirnnCrpfc^in UTiwi* - niil it*>f«,rring 
t..

Arrogance, 
irritability, and envy, the faults that 
ordinarily l»eset men of genius, were not 
so much conquered as non-existent in a 
singularly simple and generous mind.

The Art of Dining. 

The two dinners which stand out in 
memory as events in our life were of 
very different characters. The one con- 
sisted of brown bread and lard, washed 
down with some rough country wine, 
and was eaten in the middle of a Tyro- 
lese glacier. The other embraced every 
ielicacy the heart could wish. Our ap- 
preciation of the first waa due to oom- 
prlsory fasting for some time previously. 
Our appreciation of the second was due 
t-p its intrinsic merit. In it the dishes 
seemed to be so arranged that each one 

snceeded it, and the wines given with 
each eour.se were so selected as to in- 
crease the appetite for, and appreciation 
of, the solids. We then, for the first 
time iu oar life, began to realize that 
cookery wss n fine art In speaking of 
the fine arts we generally include only 
those which appeal to the special senses 
of sight and hearing, such as sculpture, 
painting, architecture, music, and we 
rarely think of appealing to the special 
senses of smell and taste. Yet the lat- 
ter two are perhaps quite as closely con- 
nected with our emotions as the former, 
and as capable of exciting keen sensa- 
tions of pain and pleasure. Smell and 
taste differ from sight and hearing in 
l>eing much more easily fatigued, and 
this may partly be the cause of their 
imperfect cultivation. Another cause 
is, perhaps, the closer connection which 
taste and smell have with nutrition, and 
the consequent elterations which re- 
peated impressions upon them may have 
upon the general well-being. A man 
may pass long hours in a picture gallery 
or concert room, receiving good, bad or 
indifferent food without much effeet upon 
digestion or circulation, but a bad odor 
would quickly excite naseau orsicrness. 
The impressionable natures of souvhern 
Italy object to strong perfumes, even 
though pleasant. The sense of taate 
differs in one particular from the othar 
three — viz., that the agents which excit* 
them may remain outside the body, and 
thus have an action upon it independ- 
ently of their mere effects upon the 
sense itself. In gratifying this sense, 
therefore, we have to consider, not 
merely what will give the greatest pleas- 
ure at the moment, but what will be 
most satisfactory iu its after results. 
Fortunately, pleasure to the palate gen- 
erally aids digestion, if obtained in the 
proper way ; but comparatively few 
people know the art of dining properly 
themselves, and still fewer know how to 
give good dinners to 
Nature.

Why American* Die. 

"When we learn that in the year 1RSC 
the death rate in New York was 26.48 to 
1,000 inhabitants, that in the year 1881 
the rate was 31.08 per 1,000, while in 
London for the same period the average 
death rate was 32. 14, and that forty- 
eight cities in the United States during 
the same time exceeded the death rate 
of New York, 'it Itecomes us to ask, 
' Why are Americans dying out?' In 
1881, in this city, there were 12,494 more 
deaths than births, and in the months of 
January and Febrnray, 1882, the deaths 
exceeded the births by 2,446. In Lon- 
don, during the year 1880, there were 
81.128 deaths and 132,128 births, or 51,- 
047 more births than deaths. I have 
considered these facts worthy of close 
attention. One reason why Americans 
are dying out is l>ecause they eat too 
mnch and too fast A person studving 
closely the habits of Americans would 
think that their object in life was to eat 
Americans can't converse five minutes 
without something to eat Another rea- 
son why Americans are dying out is be- 
cause they d rink too much. The curse 
of our nation is intemperance. A third 
reason why Americans are dying out is 
because they gamble too fast We are 
becoming a nation of gamblers. This 
spirit of gambling is undermining all 
honest industries. Another reason is 
disappointed ambition. We are a nation 
of rivals. Each man desires to lead his 
fellows. A Republic has many bless- 
ings, but it possesses one disadvantage — 
the failure to satisfy the grasping ambi- 
tion of its teeming millions. The last 
reason for Americans dying out is their 
false standard of success, money. H a 
man in Europe fails in business, or loses 
his money by some unexpected calamity, 
his friends will still remain true to him, 
as a rule. But in this country let a man 
lose his fortune by adversity, and he is 
quickly forgotten. We should not gauge 
the amenities and duties of life upon a 
person's bank book, for in doing so we 
intn * luce those causes of disconragement, 
inaction and national death which will 
not only make Americans die out, but 
every nation under the sun."— Rev.

BMaUMC of the Sin and Moon. 
There are several nietiods of determ- 
ining the sun's distance from the earth, 
some of whu-h it woulc be difficult tc 
explain satisfactorily te the reader not 
already familiar with the subject of the 
terms used. The refined investigations 
of uio«Ltu science, says Professor New- 
comb, have brought to light other 
methods, by at h ast two of which we 
may hope, ultimately, to attain a greater 
degree of accuracy than we can bv 
i measuring parallaxes. Of these two, 
one depends on the gravitating force of 
the sun upon the moon, and the other 
upon the velocity of light And the 
same aithor says, in regard to measur- 
ing the distance of the sun bv the veloc- 
ity of light : "There is an ex'traordinary 
Wauty in this method of measuring the 
sun's distance, arising from the contrast 
between the simplicity of the principle 
and the profoundness of the methods by 
which alone the principle can lie applied. 
Suppose we bad a messenger whom we 
could send to and fro between the sun 
and the earth, and who could tell on his 
return, exactly how long it took him to 
perform his journey ; suppose also we 
knew. the exact rate of speed at which 
he traveled. Then, if we multiply bis 
speed by the time it took him to go to 
the sun, aud we si all at once have the 
sun's distance, just as we could determ- 
ine the distance of twocities, when we 
knew that a train running thirty 
an hour required seven hours to 
between them. Such a messenger is 
light. It has been found practicable to 
determine, experimentally, about how 
fast light travels, and to find from astro- 
nomical phenomena how long it takes to 
come from the sun to the earth. In 
1862 Foueault found by experiment that 
light traveled about 298,000 kilimeters 
or 185,200 miles per second. In 1874 
Cornn found by a different series of ex- 
periments a velocity of 300,400 kilome- 
ters per second. In 1871) Ensign. A. A. 
Michelson. U. S. Navy, found the veloc- 
ity to be 2!iy,940 kilometers per second. 
The result of Michelson s is far more 
reliable than either of the proceeding 
ones. Combining them all, Professor 
D. P. Todd, in 1880, concluded the most 
probable value of the velocity to be 
299,920 kilometers, or 186,360 miles per 
second. Now, we know from the phe- 
nomena of aberration that light passes 
from the sun to the earth in about 498 
seconds. The product of these two 
numbers gives the distance of the sun 
in miles. * * These two methods of 
determining the distance of the sun may 
fairly be regarded as equal in accuracy 
to that by transits of Venus when they 
are employed iu the best manner. 



The Battle or Ansterlitz. 

At the great battle of Ansterlitz, three 
Emperors commanded, namely, Alexan- 
der of Russia, Francis of Austria, and 
Napoleon of France. The losses of the 
allies who were fighting the Little Cor- 
poral are variously placed at from 30,- 
000 to 40,000 in killed, wounded, and 
prisoners: Alison gives the first figures 
and sets down the Tosses of the French 
at 12,000 ; however, Russian and French 
accounts make their respective losses 
smaller. The French army was about 
80,000 strong, while the allied armies 
numbered about 84,000, of which 16,- 
000 were cavalry.

Any marked f.dliug off iu the supply 
of milk a cow has been iu the habit of 
giving should be at once noted, for it is 
un nlniott unfailing indication that there 
is sometliiug amiss. This will some- 
times fake place before any falling off in 
the animal's appetite is noticed. 

The Frenoh census shows that, though 
the rural population is declining, yet 
more than one-half the total population 
still depeBat* on agrieult ire as a means 
of living. There are 18,518,328 individ- 
uals, comprising r>,970,17l heads of fam- 
ilies — and the rest dependents — engaged 
in agriculture. 

Ok the wheat crop in the East Indies 
one peculiar feature is that it is never a 
failure. Nine-tenths of the rainfall is 
during four months of the vear, ending 
about the 20th of October, and the 
wheat is sown at the end of this period. 
In some districts where the soil is a 
sandy loam, the crop will mature and 
yield" at least a moderate harvest without 
a drop of rain after it is sown. 

The London Agriridtural Oazrtte is 
authority for the following item concern- 
ing a prolific flock of sheep : " In a 
well-known fli»ck in the eastern counties 
forty ewes have this season brought the 
extraordinary number of 130 lambs, 
thirty of the" sheep having three lam>>s 
each aud the others four each. The 
youngsters are all nice, strong lambs. 
The flock is of the pure-bred, black- 
faced kind.'' 

In shoeing flnt- footed horses, if the 
animal has a sponcy toe it may be cut 
off to the proper length. After this is 
done the horse will travel easier than 
before. If, on the other hand, there is 
a hard shell around the hoof, it is best 
to cut as little as possible as to the sole. 
If the sole tif the foot is thick let the 
shoe bear on the sole and hoof equally, 
but if the sole is thinner, dish or con- 
cave the shoe so as to bear on the rim 
only. 

One of the ancient grist mills of Pom- 
peii, which has l»een unearthed, ha i 
four run of Btones, conical shaped with 
a stone hopper receiving the grain, 
turned by the upper stone, which was 
the runner. The stones were hard, 
porous and black, similar to some in use 
at Naples at the present time fur the 
manufacture of macaroni. The stones 
were turned by two levers, one on each 
side, the motive j»owcr, of course, being 
manual labor. 

Between 1R46 and 1880 there has been 
an enormous increase in the imports of 
grain and flour into (treat Britain. In 
1846 the imiMirts of grain and Tloiir 
amounted t<> seventeen (siund* weight 
|*-r head of {Mipiilation ; iu 1855tiicy had 
riM to seventy pounds per head, and in 
1865 to ninety-three pounds weigft \h-i 
hea i of population. Finally, in IKSO, 
the imports of grain and flour amounted 
to 19."> |MMinds weight per head of popu- 
lation of the duted Kingdom. 

Whfn wheat is not very rich in gluten, 
and the flour is therefore wanting in 
U>dy, an addition of two to three per 
per cent of bean flour produces an ex- 
cellent effect : it increases the extending 
properties of the gluten and renders the 
bread light This small quantity is 
neither iujurious to man nor does it de- 
teriorate the flavor, but this proportion 
must not be exceeded. Egyptian beans 
are the most suitable for this object In 
France this admixture is quite generally 
resorted to. 

Since last June, M. Pasteur hat vac- 
cinated 90,000 held of stock, amoug 
which were 10,000 oxen, cows and horses. 
In every instance his proccsi wan 
successful ; the animals vaccinated es- 
caped the charbon maladv. whils those 
non-vaccinated fell victims to that 
plague. M. Pasteur (and others have 
corroborated his view), lays down that 
the effects of his preservative vaccine do 
not last longer than eight mouths, so that 
vaccination must be repeated annually, 
and that April is the best month for ex- 
ecuting the operation. 

M. Oofkaitt states that his corn fodder 
for ensilaging is cut in the field by wo- 
men, with sickles. These French women 
have great skill in the use of that im- 
plement, and eight of them will cnt eas- 
ily one hectare (2} acres) a day They 
receive fifteen francs per hectare, and 
therefore earn aliout thirty-eight cents a 
day each. If water invades a silo, 
whether it enters from without or from 
compression upon maize that is very wet 
at time of ensilage, it should not be 
wasted. Cattle will drink that kind oi 
grass-soup with great avidity. 

An English farmer, in the matter of 
rearing calves, writes: After weaning, at 
the end of a week or so, the calf can feed 
very well upon skimmed milk. Mauy 
substitutes for milk have been experi 
mented with, including hav tea and 
linseed /jelly. Hay tea is made by pour- 
ing boiling water over fine sweet liny, 
and inclosing the vessel, when ia the 
course of a couple of hours a itontr 
liquid is oroduced. It shou'd be given 
of the warmth of the natural milk of tbe 
; cow. Linseed jelly is made by 
putting one quart of seed to 
six of water, and allowing it to ; mil for 
ten minutes. Nothing is better than «kim- 
med milk thickened with linseed. Some 
very successful calf-rearers use a mixture 
of linseed and ground wheat to thicken 
with, in the proportion of two bushels 
f linseed to one of wheat 

It has been a matter of surprise to 
American farmers that English bacon 
! sold so much higher in London than 
that from America. An English con- 
temporary explains this matter. West 
of England bacon has for many years 
been famous for its delicious* flavor. 
Pigs weighing from seventy to ninety 
pounds make such bacon as is best fitted 
for the retail trade. None but the best 
hogs are used in the first-class trade, 
those whose meat is likely to be of a 
soft, flabby nature being worthless, as 
most of the bacon has to be smoke dried. 
English packers claim that of la r ire con- 
signments of American hogs, the f*t 
whan slaughtered was yellowish and did 
not afterwards acquire that firmness sn 
peculiar to the Irish. Welsh and English 
hogs. It is claimed that tbe reason of 
the superiority of the latter animals for 
bacon purposes is that they are fed on 
peas and barley, instead of Indian corn. 
One thing is certain, for the best bacon 
trade in England pigs mnst not be fed 
exclusively on Indian meal. 

Concerning tbe early amber sugar 
cane a Minnesota farmer, who has tested 
it for several years, gives the following 
statement: "I planted a piece of this 
cane in 1881. on the 27th of May, on 
new land, and before any frosts it was 
entirely ripe. Its saccharine qualities 
are of the first order, fine and rich, and 



Its earliness highly recommends it to the * 
whole country. It has another desirable 
quality— it stands up well, does not 
easily blow down; unusually grows 
eleven and twelve feet high with ns. 
When planted l>etween the 1st and 10th 
of May, the seed almost invariably 
ripens, thus giving one the advantage of 
s double crop in one year from one 
planting, some twentv 'or twentv-five 
bushels of seed, and a hundred aud fifty 
or more gallons of fine svrnp per acre, 
that is, if it is skillfully handled. All 
kinds of farm stock are fond of the seed; 
when ground and mixed with bran it 
makes a good heavy feed for horses; 
hens are very fond of the seed> and I be- 
liev. it makes them produce eggs more 
abundantly than almost any other kind 
of grain. 'We have seen sugar produced 
from this variety equal to the best coffee 
sugars m the market."

Orange Pie. —Orate the peel of one 
fresh orange, take the juice and pulp of 
two oranges ; add to them one cup sugar 
and the beaten yolks of three eggs. Mix 
one cup of sweet milk with the whites 
of the eggs beat :, to stiff frotli. Bake 
in puff paste. 

Breakkast Cake. — One cup of flour, 
two-thirds cup of meal, one cup of milk, 
one egg, one teaspoonful of butter, one 
tahlespNuiful of sugar, one teasjioonful 
of cream tartar, one-half teaspoonful of 
soda, t>eat well, ami bake in a quick 
oven. — Iihicardo. 

Lemon BrTTER for Tarts. — Lemon 
butter is excellent for tarts. Take one 
pound pulverized white sugar and, 
whites of six eggs aud yolks of two ; 
three lemons, including grated rind and 
juice. Cook twenty minutes over a slow 
fire stirring all the while. 

Lemon Cream Pik.— Juice and grated 
rind of one lernon, yolk of three eggs, 
five tahlespoon fula of sugar, a small 
lump of butter, three tahl-'spoonfuls of 
flour, and small cup sweet milk. When 
done Wat the whites to a stiff froth ; pour 
over the top evenly ; return to the oven 
to brown slightly. 

Cream Pie. — Take flonr enough for 
the crust, salt it and mix with cream, 
roll the crust, sprinkle some flour be- 
tween so that they need not stick to- 
gether, liake in a quick oven ; when done 
si pa rate the crust* and take two table- 
spoocfuls of flonr, the same of white su- 
gar, one egg ; Wat all together ; Wil 
one-half pint of milk, put in the batter 
of sugar and egg and stir till it thickens, 
then add some extract of lemon, and put 
it Wtween the crusts and you have a nice 
pie. — Kthtl Mud. 

Recife for Washing. — Souk the 
clothes over night in clear water, or put 
them to Wil without soaking, with the 
following mixture added to the water : 
To one quart of soft soap take one 
tableapooufnl of kerosene oil, mix welt 
aud to three pails of soft water take a 
large teacupful, or half a pint of the 
mixture. Let them boil ten or fifteen 
minutes. Rinse in blued water, after 
rubbing them iu one suds of soft water. 
This is good for prints too, and will save 
half the laWr of washing, w ithout Wil- 
ing first Hani soap can W uaed instead 
of soft if preferred.— Yx Irtte. 

Ettt.k Cakes. — Take one cup of lard 
(or part butter), one teaspoonful of 
cream tartar, one-half teas|>oonful of 
soda, a teaspoonful of salt ; run lard in 
some flour, same as for pie crust ; mix 
with three fourths cup of cold water. 
Then take one pound raisins, one-half 
cup sngar ; chop fine and mix well. 
Xow take a pinch of crust, aWut as 
much as for a thin cooky, put it down 
and put a t- aspoonful of the raisin 
mixture in the center and pinch the 
edges up together, to cover the raisins ;

A Phosphorescent Mineral. 

At a meeting of the San Francisco 
Microscopical Society H. O. Hanks, 
State Mineralogist, read the following 
interesting paper: "Some time since 
D. B. Huntley, of the Geological Corps 
of the Tenth Census of the United 
States, brought to the State Mining 
Bureau a mineral, with the statement 
that it had shown certain peculiarities 
which led the miners to call it by the 
rather startling name of ' Hell fire rock. 
The property known to mineralogists as 
phosphorescence is not confined to one 
mineral species, nor is it very uncom- 
mon. But in this specimen it is so 
strongly marked that there is some 
excuse for the refusal on the part o* 
>ome of the miners to work in the mine. 
When striking their picks into this 
formation flashes of light were seen, 
which they regarded with superstitious 
alarm. The locality in detail is Shenan- 
doah Mine, Snake Creek District, 
Wasatch County, Utah. 

"A chemical examination shows this 
mineral to W an impure dolomite. It is 
interesting, not only from its remarkable 
phosphorescence when rubWd with any 
hard substance in the dark, but from its 
Wautiful crystalline appearance under 
the microscope and the ease with which 
it can W reduced to a crystalline powder, 
even by crushing Wtween the fingers. 
In Cleveland's Mineralogy we And it 
stated that some varieties of dolomite 
are phosphorescent in the dark, either 
by friction or when thrown on a shovel 
which had Wen allowed to cool just be- 
fore the point of redness." 

The lights Wing turned down, Mr. 
Hanks produced the phosphorescence 
Wautitully by scratching the specimen, 
with a knife-blade. It was of a bright 
reddish-yellow or orange color, and it 
was clearly seen bow a miner could W 
agitated by striking snch infernal material 
in his subterranean walks.— Territorial 
Enterprise.

Tbe Hicbraan Lum- 
ber and Mauuracluring Company, located 
here, aud with whioh lam conneoied, nee 
it exclusively r»r these purposes, as do 
the three furniture companies iu Union 
City, Tenn., one in Troy, Teun., one in 
Hurabolt, Teun., and one in Fulton, Ky., as 
well as numerous othere. Besides ihe 
Hickman Company mentioned above sup- 
ply factories from bsre with ibis lumber 
in New Orleans. La., Decatur, Ills., Otta- 
wa, Kansas, and other points. 

Another timber, for which I predict a 
great future, when the extravagauce with 
wbioh poplar is now cut around here 
makes the latter scarce and rare, is Cot- 
tonwood, billions and trillions or feet of 
which grow here in holies sufficient lo 
ksep a mill of ordinary capacity in con- 
stant operation ror rrom five to ten years 
on one epot. and ean be bought ror a song. 
We ourselves have not been able lo work 
up a lucrative trade In Ibis lumber, al- 
though it is used largely in tli« msnufsc- 
lure of boxes ror crackers and other edi- 
bles, where its character as a thoroughly 
tasteless wood gives it superiority over 
poplar or any other. It is hard wood to 
manufacture into lumber, and still har- 
der to keep in shape after sawed, bat by 
osrc these objections can be overcome. 

Now about our mills. Their average 
capacity is small, say rrom len to fifteen 
thousand feet per day of inch boards. 
Messrs. Thompson A Co. — four miles rrom 
here — Boyle A White, or Palestine, Tenn., 
and the Keysione Mill Company (compos 
ed of members of the firm of tbe well 
known saw-mill builders, Stearns & Co.. 
or Erie, Pa. ) near Tipton ville, Tenn , have 
a daily capacity of double that amoun'. 

Gang edgers, gang muteys, and all the 
modei ii appliances ror "chewing up " luui- 1 
her in a hurry, so generally in use in 
Northern mills, are excepiioual with us, 
mainly rrom want of capital to keep 

Ibeaa fed. 

We have very row mill men who mar- 
ket their own lumber. Last year we

delivery of lumber at prices much mors 
encouraging than he had anticipated be- 
ing able lo realise. The Company toaou 
f 'inures large quantities of furniture, 
entting up for this purpose the stock 
which accumulates on their yarJs. and 
which is unmerchantable in its grade or 
dimensions as lumber. Cuion Cily, T»aWi 
bas also a fiue lumber and furniture basu 
ness -in fact lives aud thrives on these 
industries. Kj 
I am glad to have this opportunity of 
bringing to the notice of practical lums 
bermen the inducemeuis which the un- 
developed resources of ihis finely timber- 
ed country offer lo men of capital and en- 
ergy to work Ibem up. Money that will 
build tramways ftir the transportation to 
mill and shipping point at ha.r the pres- 
ent cost, (by wagou and team) or logs and 
lumber; that will give our present one 
line railroads promise or enou jh businsss 
to induce them lo branch out into our 
uow inaccessible but rertile lumber re 
gions; that will make log runs orstreams 
now dogged with drift, but oti either slds 
or which the geld grows in monarchs or 
the roresl, is what is needed le make us 
rivals or the great pinsy woods mil- 
lers. 

There are large quantities or white oak 
shipped rrom this point, mltlious or pips 
and barret staves beiug made, hauled and 
rreigbled by barge to New Orleans ror 
shipment to Europe yeerly. But an in- 
dustry using a great deal or this wood, 
and much more worthy or mention, is the 
manufacture or wagons. Our little town 
cau boast or possessing the largest wagon 
factory in Kentucky. This is owned and 
run by Messrs. Hertweck, Baltzer & Co., 
and has been in operation ever since the 
year 1858. ('apt. Tyler, referred to above, 
ia a member or the firm. Tbe product of 
their work is, I believe, something over 
two thousaud wagons a year, and the well 
merited popularity of their goods bas giv- 
en their yield for some| years a steady 
annual increase. An enterprise of the 
same nature was started something about 
a year ago in our neighboring town, Un- 
ion City, Teun., but from lack of 
capital died, as the old rhyme goes, 
almost "before it was born." I undsr- 
atand that your enterprising fallow cili- 
xens, Cherry. O Conner & Co , have pur- 
chased tbe building and machinery and 
inteud lo run the shop to its fall capacity. 
U this be true, it requires no seer to 
prophesy that, Phwoix like, the Union 
City Wagon Company will rise rrom its 
past unfartunate and briercareer, and be 
a credit to thai already live little city. 

I must not forget to mention that a 
manufacturing business in ths lumber 
line whioh, although it has been carried 
on for many years in your city ami in 
a few other points South of Mason and 
Dixon's line, is engaged in to fifty times 
the extcut in ihe Northern and Eastern 
Slates, bas just been started here. I refer 
to the manufacture or wood pumps — fores, 
suclion, and chain. Messrs. Rieh ft Lowe, 
of St. Louis, have a factory here with a 
capacity for working up rrom 20,000 to 
25 000 fact or lumber per week, which 
when made into pumps amounts to a com. 
siderable product for our town in this 
line alone. Large quantities or choice 
poplar lumber have been cut and shipped 
from this section for the use uf Northern 
and Western mauufaol urers of these 
pumps; and tbe latter — when manufactur- 
ed — shipped back here at big figures, 
while tbe cost of machinery to make 
them ie, relatively to tbe profit in 
the busiuess, small. The introduction or 
such iuduetries as these is a step in the 
right direction, and ranks with the efforts 
whioh Georgia, Alabama and Min-tissippi 
are making to compete with the Eastern 
Stales in the manufacture of the fabrics 
made from the greal staple or these aud 
the other Southern Slates — cotton. 

Mr. D. P. Shoffnar, or L'uioa City, has 
also been engaged far some years in the 
manufacture or thess pumps, aud with 
the usual success which his in Jemitable 
energy and push carry with them iu all 
departments or his large business 

Now, a faw words as to dollars an 1 
cents in the lumber business here, and I 
will no longer trespass on your space. , 
Merchantable poplar timber, into saw-log 
lenths, and delivered on mill yards, cun 
be bought at from five to eight dollars 
per thousand feet, measured by Scribner s 
rule. Oak and ash are worth about ibe 
same. Gum. strictly clear red. never 
brings over five dollars per thousanl. 
Walnut, which is so scarce with us that I 
have not before mentioned it. is Bold in 
the log at from $17.60 to $26. iH) per I boas- 
and, according to the sise uf Ihe limber 
and its quality. All thess prices are 
those paid at mills right at points of 
transportation, ibe figurea decreasing in 
exact proportion to Ibe cost of hauling 
the lumber to these points wheu the mills 
are situated in the couuiry. Labor is 
plentiful andcjieap. The cost or running 
a milt or len lo fifteen thousand feet daily 
capacity, outside of the interest on capi. 
tal invested, but including labor, repairs, 
belting, oil, etc., is less than twenty -five 
dollars per day. From these figures 
practical lumbermen can calculate ibe 
profit which is iu the manufacture of 
lumber here the value of the product and 
cost of putting it oa the market being 
known. 

The style of mills in most general use 
are tbe Stearns, Greenwald, Lane k Hod- 
ley, and Owens, Lane A Dyer. 

In conclusion, I wish your paper sue 
cess. Tbe Sorthuettern Lumberman, whioh 
has some circulation in this country, and 
is a good paper, is so eulirely devoted to 
the intereet of the great pine cutting re- 
pions that there is little in ii interesting 
to tbe mill men South, and your newsy 
and well edited sheet (to use a caul ex- 
pression) fills a long-falt want.
